PLANTATION NEWS. 

St Fagode li Vega, Oct. 1. A committee, on mo- 
tion ot Mr Shirley, is appointed to examine into, 
and report to the Houfe, the various allegations and 
charges which, by the agent’s letters, and the mi- 
nutes of the Houfe of Commons of Great Britain, 
appear to be contained in a great number of petitions 
prefented to that Honourable Houfe, on the fubject 
of the flave trade, and the treatment of the negroes 
in this and the reft of hts Majeity’s fugar colonies, 
to report the proceedings arid refolutions of the Bri- 
tith Parliament thereon ; and, further, to confider 
whether it may be proper for this Houfe to adopt 
any, and what medafures on this important occafion, 
and to report their opinion to the Houfe. 

Mr Shirley prefaced this motion with a fpeech of 
upwards of two hours, and was followed by Mr 
Redwood and Mr Edwards. The arguments were 
mott intereftiag, and fajly equal to the importance of 
the fubject. 

Mr Shirley dwelt chiefly on the fituation of the 
negroes in this ifland, and the abufes committed in 
the fave trades. Mr Redwood, in a fpeech of great 
neatnefs and elegance, was again{t any enquiry by a 
Committee, on the grounds that the charges brought 
againft the planters, by petitions and pamphlets in 
England, were founded on ignorance and mifiofor- 
mation ; and that it was. beneath the dignity of, the 
Houfe to enter into { ferious a refutation of them. 
Mr Edwards replied to Mr Redwood, in a fpeech 
that did equal honour to his underftanding and his 
feelings.

He was bred to the bar, bat marrying Lord

After the peace of 1763, he was appointed one of 
the perfons to liquidate the German accompts, for 
which fervice he had a penfion allowed him. Some 
time afterwards, he either. differed, or affected to 
differ, with his brother-in-law, ard joined the Earl 
of Shelburne’s party; and was with the Oppofition 
in all the queftions concerning the Middlefex elec- 
tion, the profecutions concerning Junius’s letters, 
&c. But in 1774, he was madé a Lord of the 
Treafury, which place he held until the general e- 
lection in 1780. Sir Fletcher Norton, who had 
been Speaker, having piven fome. offence to the 
Court, ‘he was, when the new Parliament met, re- 
fufed the Speaker’s ‘chair, and Mr Carpwall was 
chofen Speaker.

The Speaker is not allowed to perfwade or dif- 
fuade ; —but only to make a fhort and plain narrative: 
—Nor to vote, unlefs the Houfe be equally divided. 
—In this poife of opinion were the Minitterialifts 
andOppofition, when the Houfe d.vided on the Duke 
of Richmond’s deteftable plan of fortification ; — and 
the Right Hon. Charles Wolfran Cornwall, by his 
cafting vote, annihilated a fcheme fraught with mif- 
chiefs to the navy and marine commerce of England. 
The zeal with which he feized this opportunity of 
doing his country fervice, will confer upon his me- 
mory a lafting honour ; and ought to be recorded on 
his tomb as the belt of praifes. 

On fubjec&ts of extreme importance, when the 
whole Houfe is formed into a committee, it 1S 
ufual to difcufs the queftion in the fame place though 
in alefs folemn manner, and under another Pre- 
fident, who is called the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee. In order to form the Hoxfe again, the mace 
is replaced on the table, and the Speaker goes again 
into his chair. 

That the death of Lord Grantly fhould have pre- 
ceded that of the Right Hon. Wolfran Cornwall, 
only ane day, is remarkable from thefe Gentlemen 
having both held the office of Speaker. 

The Speaker of the Houfe of Commons has been 
on every former occafion, chofen by direction of the 
King; he is not eftablifhed in his office, but by the 
approbation of the Sovereign: and the freedom of 
‘focech granted to the Commons, is in confequence 
of his application. —How thefe forms are to be dif- 
peofed with in the prefent inftance, itis utterly im- 
poflible to fay ; we have our doubts however, whether 
in the prefeat mode of proceeding, the direétion of 
the King may not be feigned; the approbation of 
the King, alfo feigned, and the authority of the 
Houie of Commons, in faét, wholly fupported by 
fiction ! 4 

The utility of the maxim which holds equally 
good in the political as ia the phyfical world, préaci- 
piis chfla, was never more apparent than on the pre- 
fent odcafion. The firft deviations from the right 
line of the.conftitution, have led the members of ad- 
miniftration into an inextricatable maze: the death 
of the Speaker has given rife to an embarraffment 
almoft equal to any thing that has arifen on the fub- 
ject of the Regency! 

Amongft the other confequences of the deceafe of 
the Speaker, no vacancy in the Houfe of Commons 
“ftraine@“authority of the Houle, But by the fanaion 
of the Sovereign or Regent for the time being: Uu- 
dH then no warrant can legally be iffued for a new 
election. The only vacancies for the prefent are, 
the one for Surry, in the room of the Hon. William” 
Norton, now Lord Grantly, and the other for Rye 
in Suffex, in the: room of the Right Honourable the 
late Speaker.

The Minifter of Gorbals, Glafgow, by feveral 
well-timed charities he has of late received, with 
fome aflitance fiom his feflion, has been eaabled 
to give unto eighty-feven families in his parith, coals 
in this inclement feafon ; to fume carts, to others 
half carts, and to others the fourth,of a cart, ac- 
cording as their different circumftances required. 

On Monday laft the ‘T'rades Houfe of Glafgow, 
having met on purpofe to vote a letter of thanks: to 
the Right Hon. William Pitr, for his late conftjtu- 
tional condué& in the Houle of Commons; the 
fame was carried by a majority, and the Deacon 
Convener requelted to forward the letter immedi- 
ately.—T'wenty-five members voted for the addrefs 
and twenty againft addrefling. 

Betwixt nine and ten’on Wednefday night, the 
gift ult. a fire broke out in a hay loft in Campbell 
ftreet, Glafgow, a litle eaft of the Saracen’s Head 
inn. The roof was burnt, and that of two adjoining 
houfes, by which three families were burnt out. 
The flames raged with great violence, and threat- 
ened de{truction to a number of other buildings co- 
vered with thatch, which were happily preferved. 
The attendance of the Magiftrates, with a party of 
Me $5tN regiment, and the cheerful afiitance given 


by all ranks of people, contributed greatly in ex-- 


tingaifhing the fire. 

About twelve o’clock on Tuefday, a fire broke 
out in a thatched houfe in the Kirkgate Dumfries, 
which in a fhort time confumed the fame; bat by 
the activity of the Magiltrates, aflifted by the inha- 
bitants, it was happily prevented from damaging the 
adjoining buildings. 

Saturday laft, part of a ftone quarry near Lang- 
fide fell down upon two men who were at work in 
the quarry. One of them awas inftantly killed, and 
the other died in an hour after. He has left a wi- 
dow with four young children. 

Some days ago two men of the name of Ligget 
and Carmichal, were apprehended for breaking into 
the warehoufe of John -Lauder shopkeeper, Dum- 
fries, and {tealing out of it a calk, containing twen- 

“ty gallons, or thereby, of Britith fpirits. ‘They 

were carried befure the Juftices of this county ; and 
after a long examination of themfelves, and witvef- 
fes to prove their guilt, were committed to prifon 
to ftand trial for the offence before the High Court 
of Jalticiary. 

Yefterday fe’ennight, between eleven and ‘twelve 
o’clock at night, an attempt was made to break in- 
to the warehoufe of William Grainger, in Bridgend 
of Dumfrics, The villain, who had on a large 
whitifh coat, made the attempt, by forcing. a window 
below a room where a perfon was fleeping,—who 
being awakened by the noife, gat out of bed, and 
having lig'ted a candle, looked out of the window, 
aad plainly faw the colour of the villain’s coat, who 
immediately made off. 

Laft week, the following fwindling trick was 
difcuvered at Aberdeen. A journeyman taylor cal- 
fed at a ‘clothier’s fhop for his patterns or {watches, 
in the name of a lady whom he knew to be acuftom- 
er of the fhup ; he got the patterns, and returned in 
a fhore time, faying the lady had pitched upon a 

particular piece of cloth for a coat for her fervant, 
and had defired him to take it off, which he accord- 
ingly didy along with lining and mounting, defiring 
the whole to be pst to the lady’s account, which 
was accordingly done. On fending the lady her 


account, it was difcovered the whole was a fiction, . 


the lady never having ordered fuch articles. The 
taylor was thereupon apprehended, and committed 
to prifon by the Magiftrates in order to {tand trial. 
In the mean time the above inftance fhould make 
fhopkeepers very careful in trufting their goods to 
fuch perfons, unlef§ they bring proper anchorities 


‘from the perfoas in whofe names they gome. 


Horfe Tax. —Laft week the queltion, which has
